Marketing Hints for Our Farmers. 

All our farmers would like to sell 
more. ‘There sre ways to do it. 

If all will take it kindly, I will sug- 
gest a few ways of improving a farm- 
er’s selling: 

(1) Make extra effort to have 
something early, like peas, lettuce, 
green corn, rhubarb, chickens, early 
potatves, 

(2) Offer it in attractive form. 
khubarb looks more appetizin:g when 
tied into bunches neatly trimmed. 
Potatoes, if scabby ones, bad =: aped, 
out with digging tools are left at 
home. 

(3) Eggs are too often offered in 
a soiled condition that at once repells 
the buyer. White and brown eggs 
should not be offered in same lot. If 
ene has customers that prefer white- 
shelled eggs, keep tie breed that lays 
such; if they prefer brown-shelled, 
keep the breed that lays such, 

(4) Farm produce is too often of- 
fered in soiled baskets. : 

(5) Personal appearance of the 
seller may be untidy—hands and fin- 
ger nails nasty. 

(6) In this age of automobiles, tie 
customer is likely to pass the home 
of the farmer, or visit both kitchen 
and barn. Let us be sure that these 
visits give the customer confidence 
that t.e milk is produced under strict- 
ly clean condjtions, and that the milk, 
cream and butter are hundled in the 
kitchen under same conditions. 

(7) Chickens are often dressed so 
that they look disgusting with skin 
pulled off. 

(8) Don’t come into town along to- 
wards Saturday noon and expect gro- 
cers to take your produce. 

To protect ts emselves for the Sat- 
urday trade they had to ship in from 
Bay City. 

(9) It is running a big risk to dig 
a lot of potatoes, pick a lot of peas, 
apples, or green corn, and bring them 
to town late, expecting the grocer to 
buy them. 

We have nO reason to blame him if 
he doeg not. 

They didn’t know tiat you were 
coming. To protect themselves for 
their Saturday trade they have to or- 
der froin a dependable supply, namely 
the wholesale house in Bay City. 

This is unfortunate, for the trans- 
portation : as to be added to the orig- 
inal cost of the produce. The cost is 
higher to the consumer, and the lo 
cal farmer is cut the money that he 
needs and t: at he might have receiv- 
ed by furnishing the same article. 

(10) Farmers ought to arrange 
ahead with grocers to take the pro- 
duce they expect to bring in, then 
bring it even if it rains pitch forks. 

Yhose who bring produce ic cities 
are there before seven in the morn- 
ing. It is no snap to do so; out, they 
yet the trade. 

(11) Thousands of dojlars for food

BABY TREES, 


: By Mareus Schaaf. o 

With the opening of spring one of 
the busiest spots in all of the State 
Forest Domain has been t: e pine tree 
nursery at t.e Higgins Lake State 
Forest nine miles west of Roscommon, 
From this little patch of twelve acres 
comes every spring and fall thousands 
upon thousands of trees required in 
the reforestation of tie state’s idle 
acres. Of the six or seven million 
trees now standing in the nursery, two 
and one-half millions are available for 
transferring to permanent sites each 
season. This stock is distributed to 
all of the eight state forests where it 
ig set in the form of plantations to the 
extent of approximately 1600 acres. 
To get this material out keeps a crew 
of some thirty men busy for a period 
of five or six weeks which is the usual 
duration of the planting season. Op- 
erations begin just as soon as the frost 
has left the ground. Tie stock is 
carefully lifted, sorted, counted and 
packed in sphagnum moss in baskets 
or boxes which contain from 5000 to 
20,000, which are shipped by, express 
cr delivered by truck so as to avoid 
undue delay. As soon as_ received 
crews ‘are at hand on each of t:e for- 
ests to get the trees into the ground 
immediately. . 

Simultaneously with these opera. 
tions each spring and fall the sowing 
of hundreds of pounds of pine seeds 
takes place in the nursery in order to 
take care of t: is semi-annual deple- 
tion of the stock and maintain asteady 
cutput. The seeds are sown in rows 
three to four inches apart in beds 3 1-2 
12 feet. A bed produces from 2000 
to 6000 seedlings, depending upon the 
species, and more than a thousand of 
such ‘beds must be planted each sea- 
son, As the pine seeds are very small 
containing anyw.ere from 26,000 to 
120,000 per pound, jt requires the 
gathering of large quantities of the 
cones to obtain a sufficient supply of 
seed. The cones must be harvested 
in the seeq crop years, which occur 
only periodically, the intervals vary- 
ing in the species. A fairly good yield 
ot bots Norway and jack pine was 
borne last year and several tons of 
cones of each were collected on the 
state forests, - All cones are shipped 
to the nursery at Higgins Lake where 
the seeds are extracted during the 
winter months by subjecting them to 
seat in specially constructed ovens. 
Upon completion of seed extraction it 
js usually time to again begin the 
work of sowing for the new and har- 
vesting the old nursery crop. |

Fuel Problem Recognized as Moat 
important Issue and Need 


Of Drastic Action Seen. 


Washington—Control. of mines, 
prices and distribution of coal during 
the peridd of the fuel emergency, and 
complete control of coal transporta- 
tion by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, has been proposed to. con- 
aress by the president, ard put before 
the senate in the form of an admin- 
istration bill, offered by “Senator 
Cummins, chairman of the committee 
of interstate commerce, Aug. 24. 

Almost. coincident with the intro- 
duction of this bill came a serious 
debate in the senate on the coal and 
rail crisis, and, just before. adjourn- 
ment, Senator Walsh, Massachusetts, 
member of the committee on educa- 
tion and labor, offered a joint resolu- 
tion empowering the president to take 
over and operate the coal mines. 

During the debate there was refer- 
ence by several senators to the pos- 
sibility -of government operation of 
the mines and Senator Lenroot, of 
Wisconsin, hinted at government se{z- 
ure of the railroads. 

Senator. Lenroot said the time had 
now come to vote the president au- 
thority to take over both the coal 
mines and the rallroads, the presi- 
dent to use such authority “in his dis- 
cretion and when he thinks it neces 
sary,” 

Senator Cummins in the debate in- 
ferentially approved of this sweeping 
suggestion and the temper of the sen- 
ate was plainly for drastic action. 

Senator Cumming and others warn- 
ed the senate that the coal question 
today is the vital problem of the na- 
tion transcending {n importance the 
soidier bonus, the tariff or any other 
issue, 

“I wonder while the senate was go- 
ing along discussing 2.000 amend. 


the seriousness of this coal situa- 
tion?” said Senator Cummins. Later, 
he said he was willing to go to any 
end possible under the constitution to 
Meet the emergency, and would sup 
port drastic temporary measures that 
he could not support as a,.permanent 
proposition.

HAVE ARMY ON SHORT NOTICE 


Government Could Provide Ample Mil- 
itary Protection in Any Emer. 
gency, Pershing Says. 

An army large enough’ to guard 
every importunt bridge and railway 
terminal, all Important industries and 
coal mines, a8 well as governmental 
bulldings, could be pJaced in the fleld 
on short notice by the United States 
government, Gen. John J. Pershing de- 
elared in a statement recently issued, 
telling what coult ve done if ‘this 
country were invaded. 

Eighteen regular war strength tu- 
fantry divisions of reserves, composed 
of 600,000 men, on expanded National 
Guard with 500,000 men and reguiar 
army unf{ts, augmented by volunteers 
to approximately 175,000 men, could 
be made quickly available, the gen- 
eral sald. a 

“The national defense act of 1920,” 
Pershing’s statenient declared, “pre- 
scribed that ‘the organized. pence es- 
tablishment, ineluding the regular 
army, the National Guard and the or- 
ganized reserves, shall include all of 
those divisions and other military or- 
ganizations necessary to form -the 
basts of a complete and immediate 
mobilization for the national defense 
in the. évent of a national emergency 
declared by congress.’ 

“The evident intent,” the statement 
continues, “is that the system of na- 
tional defense shall be definitely or- 
ganized, that the military units re- 
quired for service in. any emergency 
shall be constituted in time of peace, 
and that each of them shall be pre. 
pared to undertake {ts taitial mission 


-in tlme to meet the requirements of 


the situntion.”

It has long been recognized that, to 
meet certain conditions, a gasoline- 
driven puwer shovel would have ad- 
vantuges over machines using other 
forms of power. Many attempts have 
been made, patterned mostly after the 
steum shovel, to adapt gusullne power 
lo this type of machine, but all of 
them have been open to. criticism. 
Now, however, a new type of giusoline 
power shovel, deseribed in. Popular 
Mechanics, has been placed on the 
market which ts a radical departure 
from the accepted designs. In this 
machine, which bas successfully 
passed Its preliminary trials, all pow- 
er is supplied from one slow-speed 
gasoline engine, and there are no mo 
tors, engines or clutches on the boom. 
The dipper can be put through any 
Motions possible with the steam shov- 
el, even to the shaking of the dipper 
to free it of sticky material. . The 
boom may be raised or iowered In the 
usual manner, while the swing is con- 
trolled by a separate clutch, The 
shovel ts mounted on tractor trenda 
and 1s self-propelled.

Arrangements ulso were made 
recently for a representative of the 
Klamath county extension organiza- 
ton to spend 30 days locating new: 
born calves of good stock and find ng 
& dsairyman to feed them fur two 
weeks ‘before shipment to farmers in 
his own county. 

The reports also say that calves two 
weeks gid are shipped safely as far 
as 600 miles, or for 36 hours’ travel; 
day-old calves can rarely be shipped. 


PUREBREDS AID MILK YIELD- 


Tribute to Value of Improved Sires is 
Contained in Statement by 
J. C. McDoweil, 


A tribute to the value of purebred 
sires ts contained in a recent state 
ment made by J. ©. McDowell, of. the 
dairy division of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, who point- 
ed out that the average production of 
38,000 grade cows in cow testing as 
sociations in 1020 was 5,980 pounds. of 
milk and 800 pounds of butter, whiic 
the average production of all cows itp 
the United States was 4,000 pounds of 
milk and 200 pounds of butter, The 
average milk and butter yield of grade 
cows was 50 per cent higher than the 
average for all grades and serubs tak- 
en together. The economy of produc 
tion was over 100 per cent greater. 


INCREASE FAT ECONOMICALLY 


Best Plan le to Put Cows on an Abun- 
dant Ration That Js Rich and 
Easily Digested. 


In a herd of well-fed cows It ts not 
practical to try. to produce milk con- 
taining more fat by giving rich feeds; 
that ds a pretty well-settled fact. In 
a herd of poorly-fed cows, though, the 
percentage of fat can be increased by 
putting the cows on abundant ration 
that {s rich and easily digested, Tests 
in New York showed an increase of 
one-quarter of 1 per cent of fat, whep 
the cows were kept on good feeds for 
two years. The increase was econom- 
teal, too. There was 50 per cent in 
crease In omount of milk produced.
